being  in  several  instances  the  only  copy,  or  only  two  copies,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Series 
of  Books  of  Common  Prayer,  upon  Vellum,  Printed  by  Whittingham,  forming  un- 
rivalled specimens  of  the  Typography  of  the  present  Century. 

Among  other  valuable  Books  in  this  Library  may  be  mentioned  the  very  choice 
series  of  the  Bibliographical  and  Antiquarian  Works  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Dibdin — in  the 
formation  of  which  Mr.  Eyton  has  spared  no  expence.  The  most  important  of  these 
are  upon  Large  Paper,  and  several  illustrated  with  Original  Drawings,  Engravings, 
and  Portraits  of  great  rarity,  being  impressions  from  private  plates,  &c.  Sic. 

The  extraordinary  zeal  with  which  Mr.  Eyton  has  formed  this  matchless  collec- 
tion, devoting  the  most  scrupulous  attention  to  the  perfect  and  spotless  state  of  the 
interior  of  every  book  in  his  Library,  is  only  equalled  by  the  extremely  elegant 
taste  displayed  in  their  binding,  principally  the  work  of  Mr.  Ilayday.  Very  many  of 
the  volumes  are  bound  in  the  most  sumptuous  manner;  of  which  we  ■would  draw 
attention  to  one  in  particular; — This  work  is  a large  paper  copy  of  the  late  Mr. 
Blakeway’s  “Sheriffs  of  Shropshire,”  in  imperial  folio,  with  the  armorial  bearings 
beautifully  coloured.  The  binding  is  of  deep  red  morocco.  The  design  on  the  out- 
side is  a triumphal  arch,  occupying  the  entire  side,  highly  enriched  with  its  cornices, 
mouldings,  &c.,  executed  in  suitable  small  ornamental  work;  from  its  columns  (which 
are  wreathed  with  laurel),  and  other  parts  of  the  structure,  are  suspended  the  shields 
of  the  Sheriffs,  seventy  in  number,  the  quarterings  of  which,  with  their  frets,  bends, 
&c.,  are  curiously  inlaid  in  different  colours  of  morocco,  and,  with  the  ornamental 
parts  of  the  bearings,  have  been  blazoned  with  heraldic  accuracy  on  both  sides  of  the 
volume.  When  we  state  that  more  than  57,000  impressions  of  tools  have  been  re- 
quired to  produce  this  wonderful  exemplar  of  ingenuity  and  skill,  some  idea  may  be 
formed  of  the  time  and  labour  necessarv  for  its  execution.
